Your Favourite Flower 


A friend who was at the World’s Fair 
in Chicago tells me that one of the most 
successful sections was* that devoted to 
horticulture. Some clever director decided 
to send a questionaire to all the heads of 
the Governments and to interesting people 
all ever the world to ‘discover what was 
their favourite bloom in the garden. 
There was a time when every girl kept an 
album and asked her friends to write their 
popular authors and always the flower 
that they most loved. But the Americans 
made a great profit out of the information 
obtained, for they displayed the flowers 
with the patron of each. Mussolini re- 
plied that he loved all flowers, and found 
it difficult to choose. Hitler chose the 
edelweiss, M. Doumergue the rose, as did 
also Mr. Roosevelt. Indeed, the rose was 
the most popular. Is not this a sugges- 
tion for the Summer Show of our Horti- 
cultural Soeiety in Dublin? It is rather 
a characteristic note in people to know the 
flowers they admire. 


Rabbit Skins 


It is surprising how many uses to which 
rabbit skins may be put, besides the 
trimming of wearing apparel, including 
gloves. The process of home-curing is in 
itself an exciting, though frequently dis- 
appointing, experiment. I have many 
painful memories of childish days centre- 
ing round obstreperous pelts that resisted 
all my attempts to cure them, the domostic 
authorities usually arriving at the critical 
moment and consigning the entire stock- 
in-trade ruthlessly to the dust bin, But, 
from casual observation, it is evident that 
the country people have successfully solved 
the problem that used to baffle me. The 
other day I noticed a horse under a milk 
cart wearing two softly-cured rabbit skitis 
run through his collar, an. arrangement 
evidently designed to prevent the animal’s 
neck from becoming chafed. The skins, 
which fluttered gaily as the horse trotted 
along, lent a gay and nomadic touch to an 
otherwise trim and orderly turn-out.

A Dangerous Trade 


The recent drowning of three young 
seamen off Dublin from a hobbling boat 
has given rise to the question of what 
hobbling @is. -I am informed. by a cor- 
respondent that it is one of the most 
dangerous ramifications of the seaman’s 
trade. There are about half a dozen 
hobbling boats working in Dublin Bay, 
and the method of their working is this. 
The owners keep watch on the foreign 
sailings to the port, and when a foreign 
tramp steamer is due to arrive they go 
out, four or five in a boat, sometimes as 
far as the Kish Lighthouse, to meet her. 
Often the steamer is delayed, and this 
means that the hobblers must wait out in 
the bay, ready to face any weather, until 
she shows up. When she appears they 
hail her, and a rope is thrown to them. 
The steamer, however, does not slacken 
speed, which means that the man who 
catches the rope runs the risk of being 
dragged overboard, with the possibility of 
being drawn round to the ship’s pro- 

liers. When the line is secured to the 

at she is towed by the steamer to the 
port. Here the hobblers attend to the 
mooring, with which, of course, they are 
quite familiar, unlike the sailors of the 
steamer. They are then paid by the 
skipper, the fees varying from about 30s. 
to £3, according to the steamer's size 
and cargo. The amounts earned in this 
way are never by any means great, and 
not at all commensurate with the risk 
run.

Co-operation Required 


ENERAL MURPHY asks for the co- 
operation of the automobile bodies 
and of. the motoring public.

REGULATIONS TO: BE 
OBSERVED 


HEN a car is allowed to remain 
stationary on a road the following 
points from the Mechanically-Propelled 
Vehicles Order, 1934, must be observed :— 
(1) The driver shall take all reasonable 
srecautions to prevent unnecessary inter- 
levee with other persons and vehicles 
using the road. 

(2) The driver shall not leave the 
vehicle unattended unless the following 
rules are complied with, that is to say:— 

(a) The engine of the vehicle must 
not be running. 

(b) Where the engine is contained in 
a separate portion of the vehicle capable 
of being closed such portion must be 
closed. 

(c) Where the vehicle is fitted with a 
brake capable of being set, such brake 
must be set so as effectually to prevent 
at least two wheels of a vehicle having 
not less than four wheels, and at least 
one whegl of a vehicle having less than 
four wheels, from revolving. 

(d) Where the vehicle is not a motor 
cycle and is fitted with the device for 

* preventing unauthorised driving required 
by the regulations, such device must be 
locked so as to prevent driving, and the 
key must be removed from the vehicle. 

(e) Where the vehicle is not a motor 
cycle is propelled by an interna] com- 
bustion engine, and, being exempt from 
the requirements of the regulations in 
regard to the fitting of a device to pre- 
vent unauthorised driving is not fitted 
with such a device such adjustments 
must be made to the mechanism as will 
prevent the vehicle being driven away 
without opening the separate portion of 
the vehicle containing the engine. 

(f) Where the vehicle is a motor cycle 
either ‘one wheel must be locked by 
means of a lock having a detachable 
key, so that it cannot be revolved, or 
the motor cycle must be locked to some 
permanent building or structure by 
means of a lock having a detachable 
key, and in either case the key must be 
removed from the vehicle.

VIEWS ON BANKING AND 
BEET FACTORIES -

HE more Christianity, the more regard 
for one ariother’s opinions, and the

toast of ‘‘ Prosperity to the Irish Free State,”’ 
at the annual dinuer cf the Insurance Instié 
tute of Ireland in the Royal Hibernian Hotel, 
Dawson street, Dublin, on Saturday night. 
The President of the Institute, Mr, George 
; Black , presided. 
Proposing the toast of ‘‘ Prosperity to the 
Trish Free State,” the Chairman said that 
insurance men in this country knew, no 
border; for their duty called them daily into 
contact with every party. Dublin was a 
credit to those who were responsible for its 


years for the poor of the city by providing 
suitable housing and closing slum districts. 
The Lord Mayor, who was one of the cham- 
og in that campaign, had, by his wonder- 
ul. personality, broad-mindedness, and 
liberality, won the admiration and affection 
of all creeds and classes. The Government 
also, by recent legislation, was still further 
helping the poor of the country. The new 
sugar factories in Mallow, Thurles, and Tuam 
would provide considerable employment in 
those districts. Modern machinery, however, 
had increased unemployment, and, un: 
fortunately, little of that large and compli- 
rated machinery was manufactured in the 
Free State, so that the cost of it represented 
the redemption price of so much manual 
labour. True prosperity meant more than 
the accumulation of gold, and this applied 
to an individual as well as to a State; for 
what profit was money te a man who did 
not enjoy good health: or wealth to a ration 
if there was no harmony in it. The founda- 
tion of prosperity, which assuredly would 
bring happiness, was peace. 


“ WHITE ELEPHANTS” 


The Lord Mayor, responding, said that, 
when speaking of the prosperity of the Irish 
Free State, the other side of the picture 
should also be presented.. Every day there 
were inquiries at the Mansion House by 
tenants who were threatened with eviction, 
asking for housing accommodation. Some 
ten years ago he, and others who were in 
favour of establishing a sugar beet factory 
in the Irish Free State, had the naploasamt 
experience of hearing sugar beet factories 
described as white elephants, and the 
reference of the Chairman that evening to 
the new sugar beet factories that had been 
established here was very pleasing 

While congratulating those responsible, 
he could not let it go out that the country 
was one hundred per cent. prosperous. At 
the same time, he still thought that this 
country was going to do well. If they could 
only step preaching hatred of one another, 
if their leaders could stop calling one 
another traitors, and instead settled down 10 
devise schemes to give employment to 
people who so badiy need it, then the 
country would be more prosperous; but so 
long as one-fifth of the population—so far 
as the area that he represented wag con. 
cerned—was drawing relief, he was not satis- 
fied with the extent of the prosperity of the 
country. He fervently hoped that at ar 
early date the grievances of which he spoke 
would be removed. The more Christianity, 
the more regard for one another's opinions, 
and the more practising of the teachings of 
St. Patrick they had in the Free State, the 
greater would be the hope for the prosperity 
of the country.

ST, NICHOLAS OF MYRA

CENTENARY OF DUBLIN 
CHURCH 


The centenary of the opening of the 
Church of St. Nicholas of Myra, Francis 
street, Dublin, was celebrated vesterday with 
High Mass, at which the Most Rev. Dr. 
Wall, Bishop of Thasos, presided. 

A sermon was preached by the Very Rev. 
F, J. Cullen, C.M., D.Litt., Principal of 
St. Patrick's College, Drumeondra, who said 
that for nearly two hundred years aftgr the 
tuundation of the Church there were no such 
things as churches built of stone or edifices 
specially dedicated to the service of God. 
The Christian community had met in rooms 
hidden away from the public thoroughfares 
and the streets of cities. As the persecu- 
tion of the early Christians became more in- 
tense they were driven to live in caverns and 
catacombs, and thus protect their lives and 
save the holy rites from profanation. When, 
however, the day of freedom of the Faith 
dawned the Christian Emperor, Constantins, 
set a noble example by presenting the suc- 
cessor of St. Peter with a great Basilica, and 
thenceforth the piety of the people set about 
building edifices of stone and marble to ex- 
press as best they could their appreciation 
of their common Father, The Church in 
which they were assembled was one of the 
city churches, which, as a noble and com: 
modious building, had heralded the dawn of 
the second spring of the Catholic Chureh in 
Ireland. The site of the Church was origi- 
nally the site of the first Franciscan monas- 
tery in the city. The foundation stone of 
the present Church was laid on January 13, 
1829, and it was completed in 1834. The 
parishioners had enabled their pastor to 
spend £18,000 on the renovation and 
embellishment of the Church, A debt of 
£2,000 still remained, but he would assume 
the réle of prophet and assure their se 
priests that it would disappear soon,

Many Unionists in 
the North complain that the Northern 
Government has not stood sufficiently firm 
upon this point in discussions with the 
British Treasury, and have accepted 
standards in regard to valuation and 
charges upon local authorities which were 
never expected before. In other words, 
the step-by-step policy with Great Britain 
is to be a crich sn maxim—equal social 
services and also equal, or nearly equal, 
burdens on local authorities, 

It is all very well for Lord Craigavon 
to quote comparative figures of taxation 
ee head of population in Scotland and 
orthern Ireland, but this does not prove 
anything, exzept. that Scotland is a richer 
country and a better revenue producer, 
just as Great Britain is a richer country 
than Ireland. 
If such arguments are to be used to 
justify the vernment’s new policy of 
‘‘milking’’ the rates, they are certainly 
very thin. The latest example of this

Election of a Bishop 


The Synod of the United Dioceses of 
Down and Vonnor and Dromore will meet 
on Tuesday, under the presidency of the 
Primate, to elect a bishop in succession to 
the Right’ Rev, Dr, Grierson, who has 
retired. The united dioceses contain 
about half the Church of Ireland populg- 
tion, and consequently anything which 
may happen in this great Northern diocese 
must profoundly interest churchmen 
throughout Ireland. 

No election of a bishop in recent years 
has been the subject of so much discus- 
sion, particularly among the laity. The 
special complex problems of this large and 
growing diocese, so different from those of 
other dioceses in Ireland, deserve the 
attention and consideration of all Irish 
churchmen. Rightly or wrongly, there is 
a feeling among the laity in many work- 
ing-class Belfast parishes that they are 
asked to carry financial burdens, upon 
limited resources, which they would not be 
called upon to bear if the finances of the 
Church were concentrated and its money 
and man-power utilised where there is the 
greatest need. 

Again, religious inspection in the schools 
is far from satisfactory. After a pro- 
longed controversy the place of the Bible 
in the schools was secured, but instead of 
three or four whole-time clerical inspectors 
devoted to this work, there is not one. 
Laymen are not satisfied on these and 
many other points, and this dissatisfaction 
ur find expression in the election for a 
bishop. They hold that the times demand 
not merely an upholder of ecclesiastical 
dignity, but a pioneer worker on behalf of 
education and other diocesan efforts, and, 
in the wider field, one who may inspire 


necessary reorganisation and greater 
efficiency in the whole Church. 
Officialdom 


“ Officialdom has run riot in the Six 
Counties, and the Government seems to 
trust nobody but officials,’’ is a statement 
which was made at a meeting of a 
Northern local authority this week, and 
which is endorsed by a growing section of 
the community. The Northern Govern- 
mont has a greater love for officials under 
its own control than it has for that large 


section of public-spirited citizens which 


gives time and money in the service of the 
community. i 

One has only to look at the Northern 
Ireland Honours list for the past decade 
to see that, while recognition is given 
lavishly to officials who are in receipt of 
good salaries and prospects of adequate 
pensions, very few who render voluntary 
service to the community upon public 
boards or in other capacities are included, 
Inspectors and officials now contro! and 
regulate the whole agricultural policy ; 
and official magistrates are to replace non- 
paid Justices of the Peace, Even where 
local authorities have powers vested in 
them they are under the supervision, if 
not actual control, of officials, as instanced 
by the refusal of the Education Ministry 
to sanction the appointment of a Principal 
of the Belfast Municipal Technical 
College when he has been twice approved 
by the Corporation Committee. 

The Northern Prime Minister has de- 
clared that he intends Northern Ireland to 
be a model State. The method of approach 
seoms to be to concentrate ever-increasing 


| power in the hands of officials and less ip 


public bodies or voluntary assistants. 

Yet members of the Government appear 
to be surprised when it is suggested that 
‘' Hitlerism ” is rampant in the North. 
The control of officials is now overflowing 
from public affairs into the realm of 
industry, as shown by the restrictions on 
the bacon curers. A member of the 
Northern Parliament recently complained 
that soon he would not be able to walk 
down the street without a permit from 
some official, 


Magistrates Bill 


The second reading of the Magistrates 
Bill, after several postponements, has been 
fixed for Tuesday next in the Northern 
Parliament. The opposition to the 
measure shows no sign of abatement; and 
suggestions have been made that public 
meetings should be held in the North to 
enable protests to be made, not only by 
the magistrates, but the general public, 
who are vitally concerned in the matter. 
It is becoming recognised that the measyre 
is one of the most revolutionary and most 
unnecessary bills introduced in the 
Northern Parliament, 

The best friends of the Government are 
somewhat concerned about this attack 
upon their leading supporters throughout 
the province, while the genera! public are 
a little suspicious at the suggested remova) 
of a safeguard comparable to trial by jury. 
For many centuries Justices of the Peace 
drawn from the people and acquainted 
with their needs have played an important 
part in the administration of justice. 
With very minor exceptions it has not 
been an ignoble part, and has won general 
confidence, 

Why they should be deprived of judicial 
fynctions at a time when the authority of 
magistrates is being increased in Great 
Britain is difficult to say, except as an 
easy escape for the Government from other 
difficulties, such as the amendment of the 
Betting Laws and the pppeintaiens of 
proper persons to the Bench.

8 his voice as beautiful as ever? Has he 
" gone off in his singing? These were the 
questions that suggested themselves to 
the minds of the greater portion of the large. 
pucience which on me last attended 
the celebrity concert wiven John Count 
McCormack in the Capitol Theatre, Dublin. 
It is a long day since the theatre was so 
completely filled—not alone was there not a 
vacant seat, but the audience overflowed on 
to the stage, so that there was a bare 
winimum of space for the singer and his 
accompanist. Such is McCormack’s hold 
npon his countrymen, As to the questions 
that were disturbing the mind, well, the best 
and most positive proof that all was might, 
and that al] the glory of voice and of inter 
retation still are there, is that at the end of 
he recital, when he had sung twenty-four 
scngs, the audience sat clamouring for more, 
and enly a humorous reminder by the singer 
that “Mr. McNally is waiting to put us 
out ” broke up the party. After McCormack’s 
twenty-fifth song one could say truthfully 
that with the exception that once he seemed 
to have a little trouble with a top note, and 
that on a couple of occasions he rather 
chopped long phrases, all the old ease was 
there, and in everything he did he showed 
himself the inimitable master of song inter- 
pretation. His technique is superb, his 
phrasing an education, and his diction so 
clean and clear-cut that one could dispense 
with the book of words, 

The programme included an opening group 
of seventeenth century English songs, an 
Irish group, a couple of old classics, and 
& miscellaneous lot, including modern songs, 
with one or two “art” songs of no great 
yalue, save that they showed what the singer 
could make of this sort of thing, It was 
a rare treat to listen to his reading of 
Ford’s ‘Since first I saw your face,” and 
to follow the artistry of his phrasing, which 
gave the music that elasticity intended by 
the Elizabethans, who were not bound by 
the bar-line, Another old English song, 
‘Love in thy Youth,” had the same Gods 
appeal, and completing the opening group 
were Brahms’s ‘Die Mainacht”’ (sung in 
English), with indescribable iileep bere. 
“What 'artistry, was the spontaneous com- 
ment on his singing of the ever popular and 
exquisite “ Plaisir d'Amour” of Martini. 
Inevitably comparisons leaped to the mind, 
but all in the Irish singer’s favour, 


THE SECOND GROUP 


His second group started with Respighi's 
“I tempt assar lontani,’’ which was beauti- 
fully parased and sung with a lovely mezzr 
voce. It was a pure delight also to wander 
in ** Armide’s Garden’’ with such a guide 

inting and stressing the beauties of Parry. 
For shoes beauty of tone and pure /eguto 
singing, his '“ Alma Mia’’ (Handel) stood 
out as his best effort. It was followed by 
Schumann's “ The Soldiers'’—the only son 
that called for dramatic touch, One won! 
say it was not quite in the singer's style, 
and yet he made of it one of the triumphs 
of the recital, One felt stark terror as the 
singer unfolded his terrible story of the 
soldier in the ‘firing squad, who shot his 
comrade dead—the yarlate touch in the first 
half of the closing line, “I only, I struck,” 
had the touch of genius. As a proof that 
even the master can falter, we had a momen- 
tary lapse in the words of ‘‘The Fairy 
Story by the Fireside,” and it was delight- 
fully humorous to hear the singer ask, “ Let's 
see what happened here,” as he turned to 
consult his book of words. 


IRISH SONGS 


His Irish songs were sung with that 
apparently artless genius which gives McCor- 
mack pre-eminence in this mb. bha Ae field. 
Only one steeped in Celtic lore could bring 
a life the fairy atmosphere of “ The Forlorn 

ueen, 
and playfulness to draw the true 
* The Light of the Moon.” and ‘ She Moved 
through the Fair.” 
Herdebeck’s ' Una Bh 
Gest beauty of phrase, and was intensely 

ramatic; but though striking in its delivery 
one felt that it got too much away from the 
traditional air that one asseciates with it, As 
encore numbers he sang in this group such 
ballads as “ The Rose of Tralee,’’ “ The Short 
Cut to the Rosses’’ and a new song, ‘ As I 
Sit Here," and a rare jewel this little thing 
became in his treatment.

The recent petition from 8,000 lovalists of 
East Donegal seeking a transfer to Northern 
Ireland has re-opened the subject in an acute 
form, and taken in conjunction with appeals 
for help recently made from other parts of 
the Free State, has prompted discussions on 
the subject between leading Unionists. 
Guarantees of substantial gums to finance the 
transfer from holdings in the Free State to 
Northern Jreland already have been given, 
but it is estimated that a guarantee fund of 
at least £100,000 would be required to 
achieve success. 

In the Northern Parliament a few days 
ago Sir Dawson Bates (Minister of Home 
Affairs) stated that the Northern Govern- 
ment would willingly assist in the exchange 
ot holdings between loyalists in County 
Donegal and other parts of the Free State, 
who desired to change to Northern Ireland 
and Northern Nationalists who might wish 
to move inte the Free State. As 
yet there appears to he no great 
desire to participate in the exchange arrange- 
ment, sithough in som: cages it might be 
earried out with advantage. 


UNDER DISCUSSION 


Sir Wilson Hungerford, M.P. (secretary 
of the Ulster Unionist Comms stated that 
the whole matter has keen under discussion 
for some time, and that the Council is fully 
alive to the plight of loyalists across the 
border, who Sars been deprived of their 
natural markets.

tt was an impertinence for him to take up the 
task, but he would try to present it to them 
through the eyes of ‘The World-wide 
Church,” published by the Missionary Coun- 
cil of the Church Assembly. 

For 1,500 years Christianity concentrated 
on the countries round the Mediterranean, 
and for 400 years on those round the Atlantic. 
Then there was a movement Eastwards. First 
India, then the Far East. Would the 20th 
century see the countries adjacent to the 
Pacific becoming the main scene of Christian 
missionary activity? Japan was the leader 
of the nations of the East, with a population 
of 65 millions, 2,700 to the square mile, de- 
manding opportunity to expand. Its people, 
characterised by loyalty, individuality, love 
of order and beauty, keenly intelligent, was 
the foundation on which her life was to be 
built, to be seeular and material, or spiritual 
and Christian. No one with a shred of vision 
and imagination could fail to realise the 
power for good Japan might be if her life 
was filled with Christian ideals. Korea stood 
singularly open to the message of the Gospel. 

In China a year ago Communism was rife; 
to-day it was being rolled up and crushed; 
but outside Communism there was now no 
organised opposition to Christianity, though, 
as in other parts of the world, there was a 
struggle going on between a religious and a 
materialistic interpretation of hie. ‘There 
were 400 millions of people in China waiting 
to be claimed for Christ. 

If epportunity was the first outstanding 
feature of the narrative, growth was the 
second, 

The preacher then dealt with the spread of 
the Gospel, and went on to speak of the 
responsibility of Christians in connection 
with the carrying of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. He said that the call was for more 
men and big men, and for more women also, 
to work in the mission field. He gave the 
following figures of the circulation of the 
Scriptures in the Far East during the year :— 
China, 3,902,000 copies; Korea, 655,000; 
Malava, 178,000; Japan, 541,000. ‘That, he 
said, was the work in which they were called 
upon te share, and thus take some part in the 
fulfilment of the Prophet’s vision: “ When 
the earth shall be filled with the knowledge 
of the Lord.”

A Powder Mine 


Yugoslavia's decision to stop the expul- 
sion of Hungarian subjects from her 


| territory will do at least something to 


relieve the growing tension in South- 
Eastern Europe. The speech that was 
made at Geneva on Saturday by Mr. 
Anthony Eden, Britain's principal dele- 
gate to the League of Nations Council, 
evidently made a valuable impressioh on 
the Yugoslavs ; and yesterday the Minister 
of the Interior at Belgrade gave orders 
that all expulsions, even of those Hun- 
garians whose permits had expired, must 
cease at once. Mr. Eden took an entirely 
objective attitude on the main issue 
between Yugoslavia and Hungary, refusing 
to take sides in a matter which must be 
regarded as sub judice; but he deplored 
the expulsion$ from Yugoslavia, and gave 
the authorities at Belgrade a broad hint 
that their continuance could not but 
prejudice the Yugoslav case. Undoubtedly, 
the stories that were reaching Western 
Europe from the Hungarian frontier were 
harrowing in the extreme. Reports told 
of large numbers of Magyars and others 
who were taken from their work and their 
homes and simply flung across the border. 
Hundreds of babies and infirm people were 
alleged to be among the refugees, most of 
whom had been given no opportunity to 
take with them anything but the clothes 
in which they stood. Of course, the 
Magyars are accomplished propagandists, 
and everything that they say about their 
neighbours must not be taken au pied de 
la lettre. Nevertheless, an exceedingly bad 
impression was made by the expulsions, 
and we are very glad that the Yugoslav 
authorities have not been too proud to 
recognise their mistake. The official 
explanation is that any excesses that may 
have happened on the frontier are 
attributable to too much zeal on the part 
of local subordinates ; and, in view of the 
condition of affairs in that part of the 
world, one readily can believe that 
distraught and “ jumpy ” frontier officials 
lost their heads. 

The very alacrity with which the Bel- 
grade Government has cancelled the ex- 
pulsisns, however, accentuates the gravity 
of the general situation. Yugoslavia 
evidently is determined to give her enemies 
no excuse to prejudice her case at Geneva, 
and it is very obvious to anybody who has 
been following events in Europe since the 
assassination of King Alexander that a 
crisis of the first magnitude is impending. 
The debates at Geneva proved beyond a 
doubt that France is standing firmly 


| behind the Yugoslavs in their indictment 


of Hungary, and that Italy will support 
the Magyars with equal firmness. Czecho- 
slovakia and Rumania both have rangeu 
themselves openly with their ally of the 
Little Entente, while Germany s syn 
pathies with the Hungarians has been 
manifest from the start. Britain’s 
objectivity has been praised highly in 
Budapest ; but Mr. Eden’s speech was re 
ceived with outspoken disappointment in 
Belgrade and Prague, and Britain's 
attitude has been compared to that of 
Pontius Pilate by M. Jules Sauerwein, 
the distinguished French journalist. As 
a result of Mr. Eden’s speech exception 
has been taken in Geneva to his appoint- 
ment as rapporteur in the Yugoslav- 
Hungarian dispute, although at first it 
was welcomed with equal warmth by both 
parties. The Yugoslavs declare that they 
will not be satisfied with any platonic 
condemnation of the Marseilles crime. 
They will not accept a verdict of “ murder 
against persons unknown,” and will insist 
that the League shall take definite action 
against the Hungarians. If they persist 
in this attitude, of course, a very serious 
condition of affairs will arise. In the 
nature of things the League of Nations is 
unlikely to indict the whole Hungarian 
nation for the fell work of the Marseilles 
assassins, and feeling is running so high 
throughout Yugoslavia that almost any- 
thing might happen. 

In these circumstances the utmost tact 
and forbearance will be necessary at 
Geneva. We, who have lived in our 
Western islands for centuries without ex- 
perience of foreign invasion, cannot under- 
stand the deep-seated passions and fierce 
antagonisms that are part and parcel of 
the liyes of the peoples in Central and 
South-Eastern Europe. The Yugoslavs 
probably have suffered more severely than 
any other race on the Continent. They 
are a brave and sensitive people, capable 
of lasting affections, but also of angry re- 
sentment. Their representatives at Genéva 
tell of letters and telegrams from all 
parts of the Triune Kingdom, indicating

Fruit and Vegetables 


It is good news that the Free State 
Government has decided to take the fruit 
and vegetable industries in hand. The 
fruit-growers, in particular, have suffered 
a long succession of lean years, and there 
is reason to fear that, without some sort 
of encouragement or assistance, their in- 
dustry will be soon a thing of the past. 
If the Government’s proposals are 
approved by the Oireachtas a tribunal 
will be established to inquire into 
the whole business of fruit and 
vegetable-marketing from beginning to 
end, It will discuss the prohibition, or 
curtailment, of imports, and will decide 
whether imported fruit and vegetables, if 
allowed at all, ought to be marked 
“Imported ” on their containers, after 
the British fashion. The most significant 
part of the tribunal’s task, however, will 
be to determine means for the improve- 
ment of the industries from the “ inside.’’ 
There are many reasons for the present 
depression, of which the chief is the flood- 
ing competition of other countries. It is 
not so long since Irish fruit-growers en- 
joyed a lucrative and flourishing trade ; 
their produce found ready sale everywhere 
throughout their own. country, and a 
small, but steady, surplus found its way 
to the English markets. When Australia, 
New Zealand and California entered the 
arena, they brought doom upon Ireland’s 
orchards, and upon those of many other 
countries ; for the Antipodes took the busi- 
ness of fruit-growing with a seriousness 
unfamiliar to Ireland. The purchaser who 
went into a shop to buy apples, and was 
confronted with a choice between the 
home-grown and the imported article, did 
not hesitate long; the Australian or Cali- 
fornian apple, at least to the eye, was 
infinitely preferable. Imported fruit has 
gained its victory, not because it is better 
or cheaper than the Irish counterpart, but 
because it is selected and packed with 
care; and the new tribunal's object is, 
largely, to ensure that similar care shall 
be bestowed upon Irish fruit. If it 
achieves this aim, we cannot doubt that 
the industry will obtain a new lease of 
life. The tribunal, however, will go 
farther. ‘It will investigate the prices 
paid by retailer to producer, and by con- 
sumer to retailer, and will report on any 
means that may be taken for their adjust- 
ment. Doubtless, the fruit and vegetable 
shops of this country have their own 
reasons, and will plead a convincing case 
before the tribunal; but the fact is that 
the shops obtain a high price for 
those commodities, whereas the growers 
complain that their remuneration is too 
poor to pay for their labours. If the 
tribunal can trace, and correct, this dis- 
crepancy, it will do the people a consider- 
able service. 
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Street Names 


The re-naming of streets is a time- 
honoured practice of new nations that wish 
either to obliterate the outward symbols 
of their former degradation, or to do 
respect to their own famous citizens. We 
have not much sympathy with the practice, 
inasmuch as it hides a city’s history, and 
leaves breaches in the national and civic 
tradition. A further argument against it 
is provided by recent events in Germany, 
who, if she is not a new nation, claims 
to be ‘‘reborn.’’ The main street in 
a certain Silesian town used to be called 
the Langestrasse, or Long Street; but, 
after the National-Socialist assumption of 
power, its name was changed to Hellmuth 
Brickner Strasse, after the distinguished 
Nazi who became Governor of Silesia. Now 
Hellmuth Brickner has lost the confidence 
of Herr Hitler, has been dismissed from 
his post and expelled from the party, with 
the result that Hellmuth Brickner Strasse 
must revert to its old name, or must be 
re-titled with the name of some new 
favourite. Here, of course, the practice i 
carried to a limit of absurdity—a limit, 
however, which any nation that once has 
accepted the practice may reach. uncon- 
sciously. When.the Free State came into 
being, Mr. Cosgrave’s Government and the 
city Corporations of the time hastened to 
re-name important streets, called after 
departed Viceroys of greater or less 
notability, with the names of eminent 
nationalists. The new names have passed 
into current use; but what would be the 
result if President de Valera should decide 
that the eminent nationalists were not 
nationalistic cnough, and should re-alter 
the street names in accordance with his 
own views? On the whole, we think that 
old streets should be left with their tradi- 
tional - titles, whatever the repute or 
disrepute associated therewith, and should 
do honour to other great mien by the 
attaching of their names not to old, but 
to new, streets and aréas. There will be 
abundance of new thoroughfares if the 
Town and Regional Planning Act. is taken 
seriously ; and the people will be wise if 
they make certain that those new thorough- 
fares shall bo worthy of the names which

Strict secrecy is being maintained with 
regard to the speed of the Cunard-White 
Star liner Queen Mary, but there is reason

The internal struc- 
tural work of the vessel is being re- 
designed, and it would appear that the 


alteration is to enable a higher speed to 
be attained. Work is betng carried on 
night and day at Clydebank, and a speed 
of over thirty knots is expected to be 
reached. This will be well above the 
sveed of the German liners Europa and 
and the new French liner 
Normandie. 


The Port of London 


The shipping at the Port of London for 
some years past has shown a steady in- 
crease, and a still further expansion is 
probable next year. Plans are being 
made for the development of London as a 
port for the Atlantic passenger service, 
and it is contended that many people 
would prefer a short trip to Tilbury to the 
longer rai®run to Southampton or Liver- 
pool. London is being considered, too, as 
the port to which the large shipments of 
Danish butter and bacon are to be sent. 
At present this traffic comes to Harwich, 
but it is proposed that next year the boats 
should come to the Thames and be un- 
laaded at the Pool of London. 


Imperial Press Conference 


*The newspapers of South Africa have 
arranged a very interesting programme in 
connection with the Imperial Press Con- 
ference in the Union next vear. ‘The 
British delegates are leaving England on 
January 18th, and are due to arrive at 
Cape Town on February 4th. They will 
be met by a reception committee, together 
with their colleagues from India, 
Australia, New Zealand and the Crown 
Colonies. The preliminary sossion of the 
conference will be held on the following 
morning, and on February 6th the 
Governor-General will open the proceed- 
ings formally. The delegates will remain 
in Cape Town until February 10th, when 
they will leave on a thirty-eight-day tour 
of the Union and Southern Rhodesia. After 
seeing Cecil Rhodes’ tomb in the Matopas, 
the Victoria Falls, and the Zimbabwe 
ruins, the party will be taken back to 
Johannesburg, where the final sessions of 
the conference will be held. The tour will 
be continued on March Ist, when the 


delegates will go on through Pretoria, 


Bloemfontein, Ladysmith and Pieter- 
maritzburg to Durban. They will stop in 
Durban for five days, and will then start 
on the return journey, .

All 
exhibits are submitted to the committees 
anonymously and selected solely on their 
artistic merits. On the ultra-modern side 
of the exhibition there will be six shop 
fronts designed by up-to-date architects.

COLLISION NEAR 
AERODROME

ACCIDENT WHILE 
LANDING 


'THREE men were killed yesterday as 
the result of a collision in mid-air 
between two aeroplanes, near Castle Brom- 
wich Aerodrome, Birmingham. 

‘They were — 

Flying Officer Walter Collinson Barnaby, 
siachal to the auxiliary air force, of 605 
(Bomber) Squadron, a contractor, of Allen 
road, Wolverhampton, aged 28; 

Aircraftsman (Second Class) F. M. 
Hardie, aged 22, of the same squadron, 
living at Sampson road, North Sparkbrook, 
Birmingham, whose home address is un- 
derstood to be The Woodlands, Stafford 
road, Ellsmore Park, Eccles, and 

Frank Smith, aged 33, a pork butcher, 
of The Manor, Willenhall, Staffs., a mem- 
ber of the Midland Aero Club. 

It is understood that the ’planes were 
flying at about 500 feet when the collision 
occurred. 

Mr. Clement Bromley, of Plants Brook 
Bungalow, Minworth, which is near the 
scene, told a reporter that he was in a 
shed near his home when he heard a crash 
‘like the cracking of two boxes together, 
only much louder,’ and rushed out of the 
shed to see the two ’planes falling to the 
ground. They appeared to nose-dive, and 
when he first saw them they were sixty 
or seventy feet up. 

“When I reached the scene the smal] 
‘plane was badly damaged, and the pilot 
was lying near it,” he said. 

“The pilot and passenger of the R.A.F. 
machine were sitting in the cockpit, the 
former silent and the latter groaning.”’ 

Another eye-witness said: “I saw the 
two ’planes locked together. About thirty 
feet before they struck the ground the 
pilot of the smaller machine fell out.” 


A NEW BOMBER 


The two R.A.F. men were flying a new 
bomber, which recently was posted to the 
squadron, while the civilian, Smith, was 
in a club ’plane. Smith had been a mem- 
ber of the Midland Aero Clab for some 
years, and was an accomplished pilot, 
holding a pilot’s ‘“‘A’’ licence. At the 
time of the collision he was not carrying 
a passenger, while there were only Bar- 
naby and Hardie in the Royal Air Force 
"plane. 

The collision occurred about a quarter 
of a mile from Castle Bromwich Aero- 
drome, the headquarters of No. 605 
Squadron, and also of the Midland Aero 
Club. 

As many of the men in the squadron 
are business men, the majority of their 
flying is done at the week-end, and there 
was a number of ‘planes up at various 
times in the day 

All day long there had been a strong 
wind and heavy rainstorms. Little flying 
had been possible. Towards late after- 
noon the bomber took off from the Air 
Force end of the aerodrome, while the 
private ‘plane went up from the other 


end 


DARK AND CLOUDY 


It was rather dark and cloudy, 
shortly afterwards it appeared that both 
‘planes were coming towards the aero- 
drome with the intention of landing. 
They approached from the north, and just 
beyond the boundary came together. 

The crash was seen by those on the 
aerodrome and immediately men and an 
ambulance sped across the ground in the 
hope of being able to render aid. 

While they were doing this someone 
telephoned for the Birmingham City 
Police Ambulance, which upon arrival! 
passed the Aerodrome Ambulance taking 
Hardie, who had been pulled out from the 
wreckage, to hospital. 

Smith and Barnaby had been killed 
immediately, and their bodies were taken 
to the mortuary.

to set up a Commission to investigate 
and report on various aspects of the fruit 
and vegetable trade, including packing 
and marketing. ! 
The Commission will have full High 
Court powers with regard to the summon: 
ing oÍ witnesses, demanding the pro- 


duction of documents, etc. 


It will be necessary to have the pro- 
posed tribunal apbroved by both Houses 
of the Oireachtas, and a motion with that 
object will appear on the Order Papers in 
Dail and Senate. Dr. Ryan (Minister for 
Agriculture) will move the motion in the 
Dail, probably on Wednesday, and 
Senator Connolly will move it in the 
Senate. It is unlikely that it will appear 
on the Senate’s Order Paper for Wednes- 
day, as the meeting that day will be for 
the election of Chairman only. The 
Senate, however, may decide to sit on 
Thursday to deal with the motion and 
with any other business that may be avail- 
able.” 


TERMS OF MOTION 

The motion is as follows :'— 

‘That it is expedient that a Tribunal 
be established for inquiring into certain 
definite matters of urgent public import- 
ance, that is to say :— 

‘* (a) The grading, packing and mark- 
ing of fruit and vegetables by the pro- 
ducers thereof ; 

““(b) The facilities provided by- local 
authorities or otherwise afforded for the 
marketing of fruit and vegetables, and the 
conditions under which those commodities 
are sold ; 

“(c) Whether the conditions under 
which fruit and vegetables are prepared 
for market, and are subsequently 
marketed, are such as to affect adversely 
the returns obtained by the producers of 
those commodities ; 

‘‘(d) Whether the sale of imported 
fruit and vegetables should be prohibited 
unless sold in packages or other containers 
marked ‘ imported ’; and 

“ (e) The steps, if any, which should be 
taken :— 

“ (i4.) To require roducers to 
grade, pack and mark their fruit and 
vegetables in a manner to be prescribed 
by law; 

“ (ii.) To provide marketing facili- 
ties which will secure to the producer 
an equitable return for fruit and 
vegetables, either by regulation of 
existing markets, or by the provision 
and subsequent regulation of new 
markets, or by a system of direct deal- 
ing between producers and consumers, 
whether individually or collectively ;

To require that the sale, 
whether by wholesale or retail, of 
imported fruits and vegetables of

FREE STATE HORSES WIN 


SIX TROPHIES

Six horses, worth £25,000, including 
one, Limerick Lace, which has been 


adjudged the best jumper in the world, 
left Plymouth yesterday for Holyhead on 
the final stages of an adventurous trip of 
7,000 miles, and are due to reach Dublin 
this morning. 

They comprised the bulk of the Irish 
Free State team returning after competing 
in international horse shows in Toronto 
and New York. They reached Plymouth 
from New York in the French liner 
Lafayette. 

Altogether eight horses left Ireland to 
compete with teams from the United 
States, Canada, France and Chili, but 
two fell sick in New York and remained 
behind. 

Colonel] M. Hogan, who was in charge 
of the horses, told a reporter that they 
were looked after like invalids. ‘‘ We 
took our own fodder with us and every 
day their temperatures were taken.’’ 

Colonel Hogan has brought back half a 
dozen trophies. 

Regarding the horse Limerick Lace, he 
said: ‘‘It is the most valuable horse in 
the world. Money cannot buy it. We 
were offered blank cheques for it, but it 
is the property of the Irish Free State and 
we were not selling.”’ 

A seventy mile an hour gale was blow- 
ing when the horses reached Plymouth 
yesterday. In spite of rough seas in the 
harbour they were successfully trans- 
ferred from the liner to a tender, brought 
ashore and sent by train to Holyhead for 
another sea voyage before they return 
home. Special horse boxes were taken out 
in the tender and lifted by derricks into 
the liner’s hold. The horses were then 
led into the boxes and hoisted out one by 
one and swung over the

COMPANY'S REPLY TO

EMBERS of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers' Union employed 
by the Dublin United Tramways Company 
have made certain demands upon the com- 
pany and threatened to strike before 
Christmas if their demands are not con- 
ceded. December 16 has been mentioned 

as the possible date of the strike. 

The Tramways Company has declined to 
enter into negotiations at present. Its 
management is said to estimate that the 
increase of wages and other conditions 
demanded would involve an expenditure of 
something like £100,000 a year. 

Members of the men’s union made some 
twenty-eight demands. They urged that 
the transport monopoly had brought 
advantage and prosperity to the company, 
and that the men should participate in 
such prosperity. 


COMPANY’S REPLY 

The Tramways Company, in its reply, 
stated that there were no grounds what- 
ever for the assumption that monopoly had 
brought advantage or prosperity to the 
company, and pointed out that the cost of 
rival services, already voluntarily acquired 
had far exceeded the company’s highest 
anticipations, and that the cost of the 
much larger compulsory acquisitions had 
yet to be determined by an official 
arbitrator. 

In these circumstances the company at 
present was full of anxiety and doubt as 
to its own prospective position under 
monopoly conditions, and, having regard 
to its many difficulties and preoccupations 
in reorganising the great number of routes 
and services, acquired practically simul- 
taneously in recent months, the company 
could not consent to enter into negotia- 
tions or discussions at present. Indeed, 
they regarded the request of the union 
concerned as not only premature but 
unreasonable. 7 

The company further stated that it 
‘could not believe that these facts would 
be ignored by their men, or that the good 
sense and loyalty of their staffs, as a 
whole, could be convinced or coerced by 
misrepresentations of the real facts of the 
situation.”

Last Saturday afternoon O'Leary went 
down the well by ladder to make some im- 
provements in a pump. His brother, 
Patrick, standing at the edge of the wel! 
holding the ladder, saw the wall of the 
well cave in and cover Charles with a 
mass of loose earth and stones. Patrick 
immediately ran for help, and was soon 
joined by Patrick Burne, of Delgany; 
George Gammel, of Kilcool ; Charles Red- 
mond, of Kilquaid, and John Hudson, of 
Kilquaid. They began in turn to dig out 
with their hands the earth and mud at the 
concrete opening of the well, which is only 
four feet in circumference. Little hope 
was then held for the buried man. It was 
thought that he had been smothered until 
Patrick O'Leary heard a knocking coming 
from the depths of the well. 

The men got an iron bar and pierced an 
airshaft through the earth to where they 
thought the buried man would be lying. 
Charles O'Leary then spoke to them. His 
first words were ‘‘Send me down a 
drink.” This was done by passing down 
a bottle on the end of a string. O’Leary 
was able to move his arms and take the 
bottle from the string. 


TRAPPED 

The rescuers then learned by conversa- 
tion how the man had escaped death when 
the Wall of the well had caved in. The 
earth and stones when falling had jammed 
O'Learv between the ladder and another 
disused ladder. His legs were caught in 
the lower rungs on one of the ladders, 
and he had been covered up to the knees 
with soil and stones. Fortunately, two 
large stones which fell from the roof were 
caught by the top of the ladder, thus keen- 
ing the rest of the well-top firm. If these 
had bee dislodged it meant almost certain 
death for the victim. i 

The Dublin Fire Brigade was summoned, 
and, in the meantime, the rescuers, joined 
by Doctors Whitehead and McClintock, 
could do little but pass down stimulants 
to O'Leary. The loose earth was later 
removed from about his body. A saw was 
sent down, and with it the imprisoned 
man sawed one of the rungs of the ladder 
which held his feet—a task which occupied 
him two hours. One knee was then free, 
the other one still being jammed. Blocks 
of wood also were passed down, O’Leary 
placing them between the two ladders to 
relieve the pressure on his chest. 

The ladder could not be moved for fear 
that the two heavy stones would fall and 
dislodge the wall of the well on O’Leary’s 
head. 

The rescuers telephoned at two o'clock 
yesterday morning for engineers of the

Free State Army. An expert well-sinker 
from Dublin—Mr. Grace—also arrived. 
More earth was removed, until the un- 
lookers could just see O’Leary’s head. 
They, however, could not reach him. 
Oxygen was pumped into the well late 
on Saturday night to keep O’Leary alive, 
and the rescuers continued to pass down 
food and drink. 

Yesterday morning engineers began to 
dig out a cutting, forty feet long and six 
feet wide, down to the level of the bottom 
of the well, in order to cut through the 
side of the well, prop up the roof and 
release ©’Leary’s foot from the ladder. 
Seven lorries were engaged throughout 
yesterday drawing timber to prop up the 
cutting. 


FATHER’S VIGIL 
At six o'clock yesterday evening an 
official in charge of the operations stated 
that he did not think the man could be 

reled@ed until early this morning. 
Matthew O’Leary, father of the 
imprisoned man, and Patrick O'Leary, 
spent last night at the top of the well 
watching the efforts of the rescuers; while 
a force of Civic Guards from Grey- 
stones and Newtownmountkennedy, under 
Superintendent O’Reilly and Sergeant 


Morris, have been on the scene since 
Saturday afternoon. 
The Rev. M. J. Condren, P.P., Kil- 


quade, gave conditional absolution to the 
man on Saturday evening, and Father J. 
O'Connor, of Delgany, spoke to him yester- 
day morning. 
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O’Leary’s continual remark is: ‘‘If I 
could only free my leg from the ladder 
I'd be all right.” His legs and right arm 
are completely numbed, but he feels no 
pain. 

Telephoning from Greystones at an early 
hour this morning, a representative of 
the Irish Times stated that O'Leary was 
in no immediate danger, though it was 
possible that his legs and arms had been — 
seriously injured by the fall of rock. 

A story that surgical instruments had 
been passed to him that he might 
amputate his leg is quite untrue, and it 
probably had its origin in the fact that 
a knife was passed down the well to the 
man so that he might cut straps around 
his leg. 

He is not at the bottom of the well, 
but is about 22ft. down. There are hopes 
that he will be released in a few hours’ 
time.

The Times, in an editorial article 
to-day, observes:—American business men 
are watching anxiously, but with more 
confidence than they have recently felt, 
for indications of the kind of programme 
which Mr. Roosevelt will put betore th» 
new Congress. During his holiday in 
Georgia the President invited leading 
members of the Cabinet, politicians and 
officials to visit him at Warm Springs, 
but little or nothing has been divulged 
to show the trend of these informal con- 
sultations. 

However anxious the President may be 
to see as large a field as possible left for 
private initiative, he will hardly be able 
to restrain Congress from rash and ill- 
advised legislation if recovery is delayed 
too long. The United States Chamber of 
Commerce, the National Association of 
Manufacturers, and a committee of the 
American Bankers’ Association, are 
submitting recommendations on economic 


and financial policy, and  doubt- 
less the programme which he will 
put before Congress will depend 


largely upon the extent to which these 
recommendations seem to him to meet the 
needs of the situation. The latest reports 
show a welcome revival of business 
activity, and business men seem disposed 
to co-operate with the Government in the 
spirit which has been shown both by the 
President himself and by Mr. Donald R.
